OF JAPAN’S DIMS 


FOUND DY ENVOY 


By GLENN BABB 
Tokyo 
( ZP)—J apan’s southern 
island neighbors, the Philippines 
and Dutch East Indies, are afraid 
they lie in the pathway of a J ap­ 
anese program of southward ex ­ 
pansion, said Katsuji Debuchi, 
former ambassador to W ashing­ 
ton, on his return from an offi­ 
cial tour of the South Seas. 
The rotund and jov ial diplo­ 
m at who held the W ashington 
post from 1928 to 1933, and tried 
to make the United States take a 
sympathetic v iew of J apanese 
ex pansion on the continent, was 
on a “ goodwill mission" to the 
Philippines, New Zealand, Aus­ 
tralia and the Dutch Indies. 
He told the J apanese press 
that leaders in the new Philip­ 
pines commonwealth and in the 
Dutch colnies “ labor under cer­ 
tain delusions with regard to J a­ 
pan’s policy of adv ance in the 
southern Pacific.” 
“ An ex aggerated v iew of our 
ex pansion in the southern seas 
prev ails in the Philippines and 


the islands controlled by Hol­ 
land,” he said, adding: “ Misun­ 
derstandings seemed to prev ail,” 
and implying that J apan has no 
intention of harming her island 
neighbors in the course of her 
rise to dominance in the eastern 
ocean. 
In Australia and New Zealand, 
Debuchi said he found friendli­ 
ness toward J apan, with “ all 
former m isunderstandings aris­ 
ing from our Manchurian policy 
dispelled.” 
Debuchi, who v isited Manila in 
August, emphasized that J apan 
in her relations with the Philip­ 
pines through the nex t IO years, 
m ust av oid causing uneasiness or 
affront to 
the still sov ereign 
United States. 
“ J apan’s relations with the is­ 
lands during the commonwealth 
period m ust take full cognizance
